THE  DAUNTLESS  KNIGHT 

By  Hilda  A.  Tyler 

(This  story  of  the  life  of  Sir  Frederick  Fraser  which  appeared  in  the 
Maritime  Advocate  of  December,  1952  is  reproduced  with  the  kind  per- 
mission of  the  author  and  the  Editor  of  the  Atlantic  Advocate). 

There  is  one  great  Nova  Scotian  whose  biography  is  just  crying  out 
to  be  written. 

Why  no  one  has  thought  to  do  so,  is  beyond  comprehension.  If  ever 
there  was  a man,  chosen  of  God,  to  perform  a great  service  for  humanity, 
that  man  was  the  late  Sir  Charles  Frederick  Fraser,  the  centenary  of  whose 
birth  was  celebrated  on  January  4th,  1950. 

With  fanfare  of  trumpets?  Oh  no,  with  the  silence  that  so  often  sur- 
rounds the  centenaries  of  great  men.  More  to  our  shame.  The  woild 
readily  accepts  the  services  of  its  gifted,  consecrated  men  and  then  just  as 
readily  lets  their  memory  drift  into  oblivion,  like  the  poets,  “unwept,  un- 
honoured, and  unsung.” 

But  this  is  not  quite  true  of  Sir  Frederick.  He  was  honoured  in  his 
lifetime. 

He  came  of  aristocratic  lineage,  a descendant  of  Thomas  Fraser  of 
Beaufort,  the  12th  Earl  Lovat  of  Scotland,  whose  grandson,  Alexander, 
married  into  the  famous  family  of  Lochiel.  Of  this  marriage  was  born, 
at  Farraline,  Scotland,  the  Honourable  James  Fraser  in  1759.  The 
Americas  called  to  him,  and  he  settled  in  New  Brunswick,  later  coming  to 
Halifax,  where  he  became  prominent  as  one  of  the  famed  “Council 
of  Twelve.” 

He  married  a daughter  of  the  Hon.  Benjamin  DeWolfe,  of  Windsor, 
Nova  Scotia,  and  Sir  Frederick’s  father,  Dr.  Benjamin  Fraser  was  one  of 
their  eight  children.  He  became  a physician,  and  practiced  his  profession 
in  the  town  of  Windsor  over  forty  years.  On  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth 
Allison,  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  Allison,  who  served  in  the  Legislature 
of  Nova  Scotia  and  resided  at  “Brookside”  on  Spring  Garden  Road,  an 
historic  house,  now  demolished,  there  were  fourteen  children.  Sir  Frederick 
was  their  fourth  child.  Of  his  mother,  it  has  been  recorded;  “She  had 
great  executive  ability,  and  was  a strict  disciplinarian.” 
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Sir  Frederick  had  a solid  foundation,  and  perhaps  that  is  half  the  battle 
of  life.  When  first  we  hear  of  him,  he  is  excitedly  running  from  school, 
waving  a little  New  Testament,  and  exclaiming  exultantly  “I  bought  it 
with  my  own  money."  The  price  was  fourpence,  and  he  was  four. 

Is  it  any  wonder  then,  when  God  marred  him  physically  and  said: 
“My  son,  I have  work  for  you  to  do",  that  Sir  Frederick  was  willing  to  do 
that  work?  He  had  felt  the  urge  of  the  will  of  the  Most  High,  and  re- 
sponded nobly,  suffering  the  loss  of  sight  as  a youth,  that  he  might  know, 
through  suffering,  the  need  of  others. 

He  was  only  six  when  he  met  with  the  accident  that  injured  one  eye. 
Eminent  Boston  oculists  decided  against  operation  till  his  thirteenth  year. 
During  this  time,  studies  were  continued  at  Windsor,  where  he  showed 
great  aptitude  for  learning.  The  operation  was  not  successful,  and  the 
other  eye  became  affected. 

There  is  a pitiful  story  of  his  boyhood,  when  his  father,  to  confirm  his 
fears,  dropped  a coin  on  the  floor.  The  son  got  down  on  all  fours,  and 
groped,  head  upraised,  and  the  father  knew.  His  fears  were  confirmed. 
His  child  was  blind. 

Once  the  lad  had  said:  "that  life  was  gradually  becoming  one  long 
twilight".  Now,  it  was  night.  But  he  knew  "the  way  where  light  dwell- 
eth”. 


He  was  sent  to  The  Perkins  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  Boston,  under 
tuition  of  Dr.  Samuel  Howe,  and  Sir  Francis  Campbell.  Under  these  great 
educators,  he  learned  the  psychology  of  the  blind.  He  also  learned  Latin, 
Caesar  and  Virgil,  and  had  a love  of  languages,  and  gained  much  lore  to 
sustain  him  in  the  years  ahead,  not  knowing  then  the  way  was  opening 
for  him  to  become  a great  educator  for  “No  good  thing  will  God  withhold 
from  them  that  walk  uprightly”.  He  knew  that,  too. 


After  graduating  from  The  Perkins  Institute,  he  taught  his  younger 
sisters  for  a while  in  Windsor. 

At  this  time  there  was  discussion  in  Halifax  about  opening  an  institu- 
tion for  the  blind.  William  Murdock,  retired  Halifax  Merchant  had 
given  five  thousand  dollars  toward  the  founding  of  such  a school.  More 
funds  were  subscribed  through  the  efforts  of  the  Hon.  Mather  B.  Almon, 
and  a building  to  accommodate  thirty  erected.  The  school  opened  m 
August  1873  with  four  pupils.  The  Trustees  appealed  to  Mr.  Fraser  to 
take  charge.  At  first,  he  declined  the  supenntendency.  His  faith  waver- 
ed. He  was  only  twenty-three. 
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Later,  tile  uniqueness  of  the  situation  appealed  to  him.  He  caught 
the  vision.  Did  he  not  know:  "In  all  thy  ways  acknolwedgc  Him,  and 
lie  will  direct  thy  paths",  lie  stood,  and  was  ready  to  be  directed. 

'File  financial  situation  of  the  school  was  a spur  to  his  spirit.  He  wrote 
to  the  Trustees  accepting  the  post  of  superintendent  “without  salary  , 
until  such  time  as  the  financial  position  of  the  school  was  in  more  prosperous 
condition. 

His  ideas  were  interesting  and  unusual.  He  took  his  pupils,  whose 
numbers  had  increased,  and  of  whom  many  were  musical,  from  town  to 
town,  lecturing  on  their  behalf,  and  giving  concerts.  This,  he  thought, 
might  awaken  the  sympathy  of  the  people  to  the  plight  of  the  blind. 

He  applied  to  the  Legislature  of  each  province  for  per  capita  grants 
for  every  pupil  whose  home  was  within  their  border.  "The  reasons  for 
this,"  he  wrote,  "are  at  once  humane,  just,  and  economical  . . . humane 
because  it  alleviates  their  sufferings,  and  increases  their  happiness.  Just 
. . . because  a physical  disability  should  not  prevent  the  blind  from  re- 
ceiving an  education,  as  well  as  those  who  are  blessed  with  sight.  Econom- 
ical . . because  two  thirds  of  the  blind  either  beg  for  a living,  or  live 

in  poorhouses,  therefore  it  would  be  better  for  the  Province  to  pay  two 
hundred  dollars  a year  for  seven  years  in  the  institution,  and  thus  enable 
them  to  be  self-supporting,  than  to  pay  indirectly  eighty  dollars  a year 
during  their  lifetime,  for  their  support  in  poor  houses. 

This  letter,  and  his  personal  contacts  in  the  fourteen  counties  of  Nova 
Scotia,  which  he  travelled  by  horse  and  wagon  over  eleven  hundred  miles, 
eventually,  after  nine  years  of  battering  at  Government  doors,  brought 
results:  An  Act  of  Parliament  giving  free  education  to  the  blind  of  Nova 
Scotia. 

In  his  Annual  Report  of  1882,  he  thanked  the  Legislature,  "also  our 
Heavenly  Father,  the  Author  and  Giver  of  all  good  things,  who  has  in 
special  manner  blessed  the  efforts  made  to  provide  for  the  welfare  of  the 
blind  in  this  province,  and  has  in  this  particular  instance,  crowned  their 
efforts  with  complete  success." 

About  this  time  it  pleaseil  him  to  occupy  the  editorial  chair  of  "The 
Criti  , a newspaper-magazine  weekly,  which  he  founded  in  1884,  and 
published  by  his  brother,  A.  Milne  Fraser,  at  161  Hollis  Street.  This  was 
a twenty-page  paper,  twelve  by  fifteen,  a Maritime  Provincial  Journal, 
covering  Commercial  Manufacturing,  Mining,  and  General  News.  Jts 
aim:  to  keep  our  columns  free  from  cheap  and  nasty  literature  of  all 
kinds”.  This  sold  for  five  cents,  and  ran  for  six  and  a half  years. 
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In  “Press  memories  of  Halifax”  by  C.  P.  McLennan,  Sir  Frederick’s 
paper  is  spoken  of  as  a “most  seriously  minded  paper”,  and  of  its  editor: 
"In  view  of  his  very  serious  handicap,  Frederick  Fraser  was  a good  editor. 
If  anybody  now  has  a file  of  his  paper,  its  columns  will  be  found  worthy  of 
a man  who  not  only  had  no  lack  of  brains,  but  of  more  account,  possessed 
of  as  fine  a character  as  one  could  wish  for  in  journalism,  or,  for  that  matter 
in  any  capacity. 

After  ten  years,  the  Superintendent  was  instrumental  in  having  the 
school’s  name  changed  from  “The  Halifax  Asylum  for  the  Blind”  to  its 
present  name,  and  for  getting  free  postage  on  books  in  Braille. 

He  also,  in  1890,  found  time  for  romance,  and  marriage  to  Miss  Helen 
J.  Hunter,  of  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  a writer  of  children’s  books.  A 
sweet  personality,  we  are  told  and  much  loved  by  the  children  of  the  school. 
She  suffered  poor  he.tlth  for  many  years  prior  to  her  death  in  1909  and  he 
gave  her  every  comfort.  Above  her  grave  in  Camp  Hill  Cemetery,  where 
he  also  now  lies,  is  a simple  cross,  recording  her  birth  and  death,  and  that 
she  was  the  beloved  wife  of  C.  F.  Fraser,  LL.D.  and  this  strong  affirmation 
of  a simple  man:  “The  Lord  is  my  shepherd”.  It  was  typical  of  Sir 
Frederick,  and  a consoler  in  his  grief.  The  Lord  was  the  shepherd  of  the 
living  and  the  dead,  and  again  he  bowed  his  head  before  the  Divine  Will. 

There  was  a prayer  he  used  to  say:  “Oh  God,  help  me  to  be  just.  Lift 
me  up  out  of  the  ocean  of  Superstitution  and  Imagination,  to  see  and  real- 
ize from  the  surrounding  existence,  Thy  Oneness  and  Thy  Worth”. 

But  the  clouds  were  to  pass,  and  he  was  to  know  happiness  again, 
and  marriage  to  a woman  of  fine  qualities,  Miss  Janie  Stevens,  of  Brooklyn, 
Nova  Scotia,  who  was  to  bear  him  a son.  So  far,  the  door  of  life  had  only 
been  ajar,  now  it  was  to  open  wide. 

It  was  only  after  this  latter  event,  he  was  ever  known  to  express  sorrow 
at  his  loss  of  sight.  Throughout  life  his  handicap  had  been  but  a challenge 
to  his  inherent  capabilities,  a goad  to  mastery  over  circumstances. 

The  work  of  the  school  was  constantly  expanding  under  his  wise  direc- 
tion. In  one  sense,  this  building  remains  his  monument,  and  that  other 
intangible,  the  usefulness  of  lives  reclaimed  from  the  scrapheaps  of  human- 
ity, to  lives  of  service.  Always  he  sought  to  instill  in  his  pupils  the  spirit 
of  independence.  He  made  them  feel  it  was  a privilege  to  be  a pupil  of 
“The  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind”  that  they  were  directly  responsible  for 
the  School’s  standing  in  the  community.  Their  response  was  motivated 
by  their  love  for  their  master. 
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His  personal  lovableness  is  demonstrated  by  his  visits  to  the  younger 
children  on  Sunday  afternoon,  speaking  happy  words,  and  distributing 
sweets  from  his  bulky  pockets.  Always  for  him  it  was  a sad  time,  when 
their  tuition  ended,  he  bid  them  farewell,  although  they  went  forth  equipped 
for  the  battle  of  life. 

Is  it  small  wonder  that  he  was  honoured  in  his  lifetime? 

On  March  27th,  1913,  (just  eighty-four  years  to  the  day,  after  Thomas 
Chandler  Haliburton  received  like  honour)  at  the  Bar  of  Assembly  at  Prov- 
ince House,  Halifax,  he  received  the  thanks  of  the  people  of  Nova  Scotia, 
and  indeed,  of  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  Newfoundland 
as  well,  for  his  distinctive  services  for  the  blind,  and  near  blind  of  these 
provinces.  The  praises  flow  on.  Premier  Murray  said  of  him:  “No  man 
could  associate  with  Dr.  Fraser  without  feeling  the  great  influence  of  the 
fine  motives  that  impelled  him”. 

Dr.  Bissett’s  great  speech  on  his  behalf  was  considered  one  of  the  best 
ever  heard  in  the  House.  Speaking  of  his  reasons  for  it,  he  said  in  part: 
“There  is  something  far  nobler  than  gaining  fame  or  gold,  and  that  is  the 
diminishing  of  the  sum  of  human  misery,  and  the  increasing  of  the  sum  of 
human  happiness.  I desire  that  in  years  to  come,  it  should  be  known  that 
the  people  of  this  province  have  appreciated  to  the  fullest  degree,  the  higher 
and  nobler  instincts  of  humanity.” 

Mr.  Margeson,  of  Lunenburg,  who  seconded  Dr.  Bissett’s  resolution, 
spoke  of  the  difficulties  in  Sir  Frederick’s  way.  He  said:  “the  school  had 
a small  beginning,  people  had  to  be  educated  to  the  importance  of  caring 
for  the  blind,  strong  but  erroneous  ideas  on  the  subject  had  to  be  changed. 
Parents  had  to  be  taught  their  duty  towards  their  blind  children.  The 
science  of  teaching  the  blind  was  then  in  its  initial  stages.  He  turned 
public  opinion  and  public  support  in  the  proper  direction.  To  keep 
harmony  in  the  school,  requires  careful  and  tactful  management.  It  is 
not  only  a school,  but  a home  as  well.  Pupils  come  from  all  classes,  and 
all  religious  denominations,  and  Dr.  Fraser  enjoys  to  an  exceptional  de- 
gree, the  confidence  of  all  sections  of  the  province.  The  work  is  carried 
on  without  ostentation,  and  with  very  little  publicity.  He  seemed  to  look 
for  no  reward  beyond  the  satisfaction  of  having  accomplished  something 
tangible  and  permanent  in  making  the  lives  of  his  pupils  happier,  better, 
and  more  useful  to  their  friends. 

Hon.  Mr.  Faulkner  (member  for  Halifax)  said  in  part:  “the  lasting 
monument  that  Dr.  Fraser  will  have,  will  be  in  the  character  of  his  work. 
Por  that  will  live  in  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen,  a memorial  more  en- 
during than  tablets  of  marble  or  brass.  In  honouring  Dr.  Fraser,  we  are 
honouring  ourselves.” 
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Hon.  R.  M.  MacGregor  said:  “Mr.  Speaker,  I think  I know  Dr.  Fraser 
well  enough  to  realize  that  no  redundancy  of  expression  of  adulation  or 
flattery,  such  as  are  more  or  less  necessary  on  occasions  like  this,  would  be 
acceptable  to  him  . . . The  thing  that  always  impresses  me  about  Charles 
Frederick  Fraser,  is  his  splendid  optimism,  and  high  courage  . . . He 
has  never  regarded  the  deprivation  of  his  sight  in  the  light  of  affliction, 
but  merely  as  a handicap.  He  has  given  us  all  a spelndid  example  of  the 
triumph  of  the  mind  and  will,  overcoming  obstacles  well  nigh  insurmount- 
able". 


Mr.  MacGregor:  “He  had,  in  his  service,  been  the  exemplification  of 
the  scriptural  reference,  how,  in  losing  one’s  life,  he  should  find  it  again”. 

Mr.  Tanner,  of  Pictou,  said:  “For  many  years,  Dr.  Fraser  had 
to  struggle  against  a public  opinion  that  was  almost  antagonistic,  and  this 
feeling  was  manifest  not  only  in  this  Legislature,  but  also,  to  a large  extent, 
by  the  very  people  he  desired  to  help.  Dr.  Fraser  came  to  these  blind 
people  and  gave  them  hope,  and  life  as  well,  and  in  doing  that  he  did  more 
than  any  soldier  or  seaman  ever  accomplished.” 

Mr.  Read  (of  Hants  County)  spoke  of  Dr.  Fraser’s  father,  his  great- 
ness of  heart,  his  benevolent  life,  “and  therefore  it  is  no  surprise  to  me,  that 
we  should  today  be  doing  honour  to  the  worthy  son  of  so  worthy  a father.  ” 

Hon.  Mr.  Murray  (of  Victoria)  “I  think  his  record  is  unique,  not  only 
in  the  educational  history  of  this  province,  but  in  that  of  the  world”. 

After  the  resolution  passed,  Dr.  Fraser  was  led  into  the  room.  His 
reply  to  this  honour  was  touching  and  sincere.  Grasping  with  one  hand 
the  Bar  of  the  House,  following  his  Braille  notes  with  the  other,  in  a husky 
voice,  trembling  with  emotion,  he  said:  “I  cannot  convey  my  feeling  of 
gratitude  for  the  distinction  conferred  on  me  by  this  Honourable  House. 
The  compensation  of  my  work,  has  been  the  pleasure  it  has  given  me,  and 
I have  no  words  to  thank  this  body,  for  the  appreciation  they  have  expressed 
of  it.” 


Honours  were  showered  upon  him.  From  King’s  University  in  1884 
and  1915.  Dalhousie  in  1901.  And  the  greatest  of  all,  again  m 1915, 
when  the  King's  Sword  lightly  touches  his  shoulder,  and  Dr.  Fraser,  K. 
B.  M.A.  LL.D.,  D.C.L.,  the  loved  and  trusted,  rose  from  his  knees,  Sir 
Frederick,  “The  Blind  Knight"  as  he  has  been  called,  and  as  he  so  tru  y 


was. 
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At  the  time  of  the  Halifax  explosion  in  1917,  the  Editor  of  a \ ancouver 
Daily  wrote:  “ I make  the  confident  prediction,  that  if  Sir  Frederick  Fraser 
is  entrusted  with  a half  a million  dollars,  to  repair,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
damage  of  blindness  caused  by  the  Halifax  explosion,  he  will  give  better 
results,  than  the  custodian  of  any  other  half  million  that  may  be  appro- 
priated to  repair  other  losses.” 

In  1923,  on  the  occasion  of  his  fiftieth  Jubilee  celebrations,  he  retired 
as  Superintendent  of  the  School,  but  remained  on  the  Board  of  Governors. 

He  was  president  of  The  North  British  Society,  The  Canadian  Club, 
The  Nova  Scotia  Telephone  Cu.,  The  Trinidad  Telephone  Co.,  and  Director 
of  the  Eastern  Trust  Co.  of  Halifax.  Truly  his  cup  was  full,  and  over- 
flowing. Goodness  and  mercy  had  followed  him.  He  had  wife  and  child, 
and  the  honour  of  his  countrymen. 

The  poet  was  right  when  he  said: 

‘‘No  man  is  born  into  the  world,  whose  work 

Is  not  born  with  him” 

Within  two  years,  Sir  Frederick's  health  declined.  Removal  to  warm- 
er parts  brought  only  temporary  relief.  In  Halifax,  on  July  5th,  1925  he 
passed  away.  On  his  headstone  in  Camp  Hill  Cemetery,  after  the  citation 
of  his  work,  wc  read,  “ he  now  rests  from  his  labours,  and  his  works  do  follow 
him.” 

And  a very  appropriate  couplet  from  Wordsworth's  ‘‘  Happy  Warrior”. 

"Whose  high  endeavours  were  an  inward  light 

That  made  the  path  before  him  always  bright.” 

Certainly  Sir  Frederick  knew  ‘‘the  way  where  light  dwelleth.”

For  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  1963 


Introduction:  The  President  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  submit  to  the  Corporation  and  to  the  public 
of  the  four  Atlantic  Provinces  this,  their  Ninety-Third  Annual 
Report. 

Supervision:  As  in  the  past  your  Board  has  kept  in  close 
touch  with  the  administration  of  the  School  and  in  addition  to 
its  regular  meetings  has  paid  monthly  visits  of  inspection  to 
residential  and  school  departments. 


Property:  For  some  time  your  Board  has  been  faced 
with  making  a decision  regarding  the  future  of  the  old  school 
building  facing  University  Avenue.  This  building,  the  center 
portion  of  which  was  built  in  1870,  was  badly  dilapidated  and 
in  need  of  major  repairs. 


In  the  Spring  of  1963.  the  services  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Dumaresq, 
the  Architect,  were  secured  and  he  advised  the  Board  that  the 
building  was  structurally  sound  and  that  modernization  of  the 
structure  could  be  made  at  a far  less  cost  than  that  of  demolish- 
ing and  rebuilding.  Accordingly  the  Board  decided  to 
go  ahead  with  Phase  1 of  this  programme,  that  is,  the 
revamping  of  the  exterior  of  the  building.  A design  was  sub- 
mitted by  the  Architect  which  was  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  the  work  was  begun  in  June  1963,  and  by  the  time  this 
publication  is  issued,  it  should  be  completed  and  the  building 
present  an  appearance  of  which  we  should  all  be  justly  proud. 


Phase  2 of  the  operation— the 
interior— will  be  done  in  three  stages  a 


modernization  of  the 
nd  should  be  completed 
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in  1966.  We  will  then  have  a functional  modern  building  that 
should  serve  the  public  for  years  to  come. 

Health:  During  the  year  our  oculist  Dr.  Donald  MacRae 
made  eighty-three  eye  examinations,  prescribed  glasses 
for  19  pupils,  and  surgery  to  improve  vision  in  the  case  of  six 
others. 

Hospital  and  dispensary  services  of  all  kinds  for  the  year 
totalled  well  in  excess  of  eight  hundred.  It  should  be  pointed 
out,  however,  that  the  majority  of  these  were  of  a minor  nature 
such  as  provision  of  vitamins,  tonics,  cough  medicines  and  the 
like. 


The  health  of  the  student  body  was  generally  good 
throughout  the  year,  the  only  untoward  event  being  the  early 
closing  of  school  before  Christmas  vacation  because  of  a 
threatened  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever,  which  fortunately  did 
not  materialize. 

Il  may  be  recalled  that  the  establishment  of  a clinic  was 
announced  in  last  year's  report  in  which  pupils  with  a low  de- 
gree of  vision  were  given  a trial  and  training  with  special  micro- 
scopic lenses  in  an  attempt  to  increase  their  useful  vision.  It 
is  now  a great  pleasure  to  report  that  out  of  twenty  students  so 
tested,  eight  have  been  able  to  transfer  from  Braille  to  the 
reading  of  print,  and  four  others  are  able  to  carry  on  their 
studies  with  much  greater  ease. 

Staff:  I he  Board  deeply  regrets  the  retirement  due  to 
ill  health  of  Miss  E.  Blanche  Thomas  who  was  taken  ill  during 
the  term  and  forced  to  give  up  her  position  as  vocational  guid- 
ance counsellor  and  sponsor  of  many  student  activities. 

Also  forced  to  retire  for  reasons  of  health  was  our  librarian, 
Miss  C M.  Armsworthy,  who  in  this  position  and  as  teacher  of 
history,  was  known  and  respected  by  our  students  for  manv 
years. 
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We  sincerely  wish  these  ladies  an  early  return  to  good 
health  and  a long  and  happy  retirement.

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Superintendent’s  Report

Sir: 


The  following  report  on  the  scholastic  and  extra-curricular 
activities  of  the  School  is  submitted  for  the  year  ended  June 
30,  1963. 

The  school  programme  for  1963  was  marked  by  no  out- 
standing events  or  changes.  Attendance  was  about  average 
and  all  household  and  school  departments  functioned  normally 
and  satisfactorily. 

Of  the  two  employment  possibilities  for  our  blind 
graduates  which  were  being  explored  last  year,  one  has  proved 
to  be  impracticable  buc  the  other  is  now  close  to  realization. 

It  had  been  hoped  that  blind  persons  could  successfully 
operate  I.  B.  M.  punch  card  machines  and  one  of  our  students 
was  given  some  training  in  this  work.  This  was  abandoned, 
however,  when  it  became  apparent  that  there  would  be  very 
few  positions  for  an  operator  unable  to  deal  with  visual  data. 

The  other  possible  field  of  employment,  namely  physio- 
therapy, appears  much  more  hopeful  as  a department  for  train- 
ing in  this  profession  has  been  established  at  Dalhousie 
University  and  is  prepared  to  accept  our  students  on  the  same 
basis  as  any  others. 

A total  of  twenty-one  students  discontinued  attendance 
at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  The  majority  of  these  have 
either  graduated  or  completed  their  courses,  but  it  is  pleasant 
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to  report  that  three  were  able  to  transfer  to  public  schools 
because  of  greatly  improved  vision. 

Of  the  nine  students  who  wrote  Grade  XI  and  XII  Pro- 
vincial Examinations,  four  received  certificates  and  two  partial 
certificates. 


Of  the  five  graduates  of  the  School  attending  Dalhousie, 
two  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  one  a Teaching 
Diploma,  while  the  two  undergraduates  passed  in  all  subjects 
written . 


Distribution  of  books  from  the  Braille  Library  totalled 
635  volumes.  There  were  twenty-seven  readers  in  the  School 
and  eleven  outside  readers. 


During  the  year  there  were  153  pupils  enrolled  and  in 
attendance  for  the  whole  or  some  part  of  the  term.  They  were

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General  Information 

Territory:  While  known  as  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  this  school  really  serves  the  blind  and  partially  see- 
ing of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 

Eligibility  for  Admission:  Any  person  resident  within 
the  above  mentioned  territory,  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  insufficient  sight  to  make  proper 
use  of  the  public  schools,  who  has  sufficient  mentality  to  benefit 
by  literary  or  industrial  training,  and  who  is  of  good  moral 
character  is  eligible  as  a pupil.  Special  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and  otherwise  desirable 
applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

While  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time  by  special  arrangement. 

Expense:  To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  Nova 
Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  School  is  absolutely  free  as  to 
board,  lodging,  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are  expected  to 
pay  their  own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their  own  cloth- 
ing and  smaller  personal  needs.  Pupils  residing  in  Newfound- 
land should  apply  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  St.  John’s,  and  those  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  their 
local  government  representative. 

Housing : Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable 
buildings,  hot  water  heated  and  electric  lighted.  Every  pre- 
caution is  taken  against  fire  menace  including  complete 
sprinkler  system,  fire-proofed  furnace-room,  and  a regularly 
employed  watchman  who  patrols  all  parts  of  the  buildings 
every  hour  of  the  night. 

Health:  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a 
permanent  resident  nurse  and  assistant,  and  a regular 
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visiting  physician.  In  addition  the  School  has  the  services  of 
two  expert  oculists,  and  every  effort  is  made  not  only  to  safe- 
guard, but  to  improve  as  far  as  possible,  the  amount  of  vision 
possessed  by  some  of  our  pupils. 

Religious  Advantages:  The  School  is  positively  non- 
sectarian. Pupils  are  required  to  attend  the  services  of  city 
churches  representing  the  denomination  stated  on  the  original 
application  forms,  and  no  deviation  is  allowed  from  this  policy 
except  on  written  request  of  parents  or  guardians.  Religious 
instruction  in  Sunday  School  classes  is  carried  on  by  volunteer 
workers  from  the  pupils'  own  churches,  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  facilitate  the  performance  of  the  religious  duties  of  all 
pupils  in  their  chosen  creed. 

Educational  Training:  The  educational  system  of  the 
School  falls  into  four  departments — Literary,  Music,  Tuning 
and  Manual  Training. 

Literary:  In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular 
school  course  is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of 
Grade  Eleven.  Pupils  who  wish  to  continue  their  Senior 
High  School  Course  are  accepted  for  Grade  Twelve  by  the 
City  High  Schools.  In  addition  pupils  are  given  a course 
in  practical  typewriting.  While  many  of  our  pupils  are 
taught  to  read  and  write  Braille  (the  raised  point  system 
used  by  the  blind),  those  whose  degree  of  sight  warrants  it 
are  permitted  a limited  use  of  ink  print  and  pencil  work. 

Music:  In  the  Music  Department  pupils  receive 
thorough  training  in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive 
individual  vocal  instruction,  and  selected  pupils  instruction 
in  playing  the  pipe  organ.  Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given 
in  accordance  with  the  work  covered.  Regular  classes  in  chorus 
singing  are  conducted  for  both  older  and  younger  pupils. 
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Tuning:  Instruction  in  this  highly-skilled  profession  is 
given  to  a selected  group  of  senior  students.  Opportunities 
for  employment  in  this  field  are  excellent  at  present,  and  it  is 
one  of  the  few  occupations  at  which  the  blind  are  on  equal 
footing  with  the  seeing. 

Manual  Training:  In  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment instruction  is  given  in  woodwork,  cane-seating,  reed 
basketry,  rug-weaving,  sewing,  knitting  and  dressmaking. 
Certificates  are  granted  to  graduates  in  accordance  with  the 
courses  covered. 

Maintenance:  The  School  is  maintained  by  per  capita 
grants  from  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land, by  the  income  from  a small  endowment,  and  by  public 
donations. 

Management:  The  affairs  of  the  School  are  under  the 
direction  of  a board  of  twelve  members,  which  holds  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  the  members  of  which  take  a keen  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  pupils. 
The  Premiers  of  the  four  Atlantic  Provinces  are  ex-officio 
members.  The  School’s  finances  are  kept  by  modern  business- 
like methods,  are  audited  annually  by  a chartered  accountant, 
and  the  financial  statement  published  in  the  regular  annual 
reports.  Visitors  are  invited  to  inspect  the  School  at  any  time, 
and  a keener  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public  is  solicited.

The  Blind  Endowment  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  1917  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  supplementary  annual  income  for  the  work  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  for  the  various  enterprises 
in  connection  with  the  adult  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland. 

The  Trustees  are  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Eastern  Trust  Company. 

The  Capital  Investments  at  September  30,  1963,  amount- 
ed to  $60,946 . 18,  and  the  gross  income  for  the  year  ended  Sept- 
ember 30,  1963,  was  $3,539.43. 

The  entire  income  is  distributed  quarterly  as  follows: 

The  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 45% 

The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 5% 

The  Home  Teaching  Fund 25% 

The  Maritime  Foundation  for  the  Blind 20% 

The  Scholarships  and  Grants  Fund 5% 


The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 

This  fund  is  one  of  the  subsidiary  funds  of  the  Blind 
Endowment  Fund  and  was  established  at  the  same  date  as 
the  main  fund.  Its  sole  source  of  income  is  the  five  per  cent 
of  the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund.  This  income  is 
kept  in  a savings  account  at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
cheques  are  drawn  on  this  account  for  the  payment  of  bills 
in  connection  with  the  printing  of  Braille  literature.

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The  Scholarships  and  Grants  Fund

The  Home-teaching  Fund 


This  fund  was  established  early  in  the  year  1893  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  an  annual  income  to  be  used  in  the  work 
of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. Collections  were  made  from  the  public  of  this  territory 
from  May  26,  1893,  to  August  15,  1917.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  are  the  trustees 
of  the  Fund,  and  the  capital  securities  are  deposited  with 
the  Eastern  Trust  Company.  The  value  of  these  securities 
as  at  June  30,  1963,  was  $23,086.47. 


In  addition  to  the  income  from  the  funds  under  its  own 
name,  the  Home-Teaching  Fund  receives  25  per  cent  of 
the  annual  income  from  the  Blind  Endowment  Fund,  (see 
above);  and  by  an  agreement  entered  into  October  1,  1919, 
the  entire  annual  income  from  both  sources  is  paid  over  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
for  the  carrying  on  of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland.  The  income  is  kept  as  a savings  account 
at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia.

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An  Act  Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind 

Chapter  62,  Revised  Statutes  of  Nova  Scotia,  1923 

1.  (1)— The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under 
the  provision  of  “The  Poor  Relief  Act”,  a settlement  in  any 
municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such 
municipality  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an  order 
for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  for 
the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  warden  or  mayor  shall  at  once 
grant  under  his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality, 
city  or  town,  on  being  satisfied  that  such  blind  person  is  be- 
tween the  ages  above  prescribed,  and  has  a legal  settlement  in 
such  municipality,  city  or  town. 

(2)  Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  there- 
in to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  and 
subject  to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescribed,  to  be  educated 
and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  term. 

(3)  Where  such  blind  person  has  no  such  settlement 
within  the  province,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  person 
residing  for  at  least  one  year  in  any  city,  town  or  municipality 
within  the  province,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such  munici- 
pality or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an  order  for 
the  admission  of  such  person  into  such  school,  which  order 
the  warden  or  mayor  shall  grant  under  his  hand  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  such  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being  satis- 
fied that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  presci'ibed 
and  has  no  legal  settlement  within  the  province.  R.  S.,  c.  54. 
s.  1;  1914  c.  23,  s.  3. 

2.  (1)— Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in 
addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age, 
those  entering  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  thirteen  >eais 
shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between 
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the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain 
five  years;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and 
twenty-one  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  three  years. 

(2) — -The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  may,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  extend  the  time  of 
attendance  of  any  pupil. 

(3)  — In  the  case  of  hopeless  incapacity,  serious  misconduct 
or  other  sufficient  cause  on  the  part  of  any  pupil,  the  prescribed 
term  may  be  shortened  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  School. — R.  S.  c.  54,  s.  2. 

3.  — For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  warden  of  any 
municipality  or  under  an  order  from  the  mayor  of  an  incor- 
porated town  which  contributes  to  the  Municipal  School  Fund, 
and  educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  such  school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Provincial 
Treasury  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  an- 
num, payable  half-yearly,  and  also  to  receive  annually  the  sum 
of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  payable  yearly,  from  the 
Municipal  School  Fund  of  such  municipality.  1920,  c.  20; 
1925,  c.  39. 

4.  — For  every  blind  person  who  is  admitted  into  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  mayor  of 
a city  or  town,  an  allowance  to  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
school  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  shall  be 
rated  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  or  town  in  case  such 
city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the  Mun- 
icipal School  Fund,  and  in  such  case  such  sum  shall  be  paid  to 
the  said  Board  of  Managers  for  each  such  blind  person  sent  to 
the  school,  and  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Board  of 
Managers  from  the  Provincial  Treasury,  for  each  such  blind 
person  for  which  such  city  or  town  contributes  such  allowances 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  next  preceding  section. — 1920,  c.  20. 
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5.  The  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
shall  furnish,  semi-annually,  to  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction  full  returns  of  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of 
the  pupils  in  respect  to  whom  such  payments  are  claimed.— 
R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  5. 

6.  In  the  annual  apportionment  of  the  municipal  school 
fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  include  the 
amounts  due  the  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the  treasurers  of  the  respective 
municipalities. — R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  6. 

7.  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  upon  being  satis- 
fied that  an  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the  province  and 
has  no  means  of  paying  the  expense  of  his  education  at  the 
School  or  his  training  in  any  trade  shops  carried  on,  or  to  be 
hereafter  carried  on  in  this  province  by  the  Maritime  Assoc- 
iation for  the  Blind,  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply 
to  any  blind  person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  Such 
action  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  shall  entitle  the 
blind  person  to  be  received  into  the  School,  or  such  trade  shop, 
on  the  same  terms  as  he  would  be  received  into  the  School  if 
he  were  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. — 1919,  c.  42. 

8.  In  the  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to 
the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  on  whose  behalf  appli- 
cation for  admission  to  such  school  has  been  made,  who  has 
no  settlement  within  this  province,  the  Provincial  Secretary, 
if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  chargeable  to  the  Province,  may 
pav,  or  agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 
the  same  sum  as  is  paid  from  the  provincial  treasury  in  the 
case  of  a person  admitted  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  Chapter. — R.  S.,  c.  54.  s.  8. 

9.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  not  a setllement 
within  the  Province,  may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the  warden 
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of  any  municipality,  or  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or  town,  for 
an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  and  if  such  warden  or  mayor  is  satisfied 
that  such  parent  or  guardian  has  bonajide  settled  in  such  mun- 
icipality, city  or  town,  with  the  intention  of  remaining,  the 
warden  or  mayor  may  grant  such  order,  which  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter  in  respect  to  a person  who  has  a settlement  with- 
in this  Province. — R.S.,  c.  54,  s.  9. 

10.  The  Provincial  Secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  a member 
of  the  Boa rd  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind. — 
R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  10. 


THE  REVISED  STATUTES  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK,  1927 

CHAPTER  57. 

Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind 

1.  In  this  Chapter,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(a)  “Institution”  means  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  of 
by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(b)  “Board”  means  the  board  of  managers  or  the 
manager  of  the  institution. 

2.  A parent  or  guardian  of  a blind  person  between  the 
ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Chapter  Respecting  Settlement  of  the  Poor,  a settlement 
within  any  county  or  city  or  town  of  the  Province  may  apply 
to  the  warden  of  the  municipality,  or  the  mayor  of  such  city 
or  town  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
institution,  and  the  said  warden  or  mayor,  on  being  satisfied 
that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed 
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and  has  a legal  settlement  in  the  municipality,  city,  or  town 
shall  at  once  grant  such  order  for  admission  as  aforesaid,  under 
his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality,  city,  or 
town  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  his 
approval  to  be  endorsed  thereon.  C.  S.,  c.  51,  S.  1.  am. 

3.  Such  order  when  approved  by  the  Provincial 
Secretary  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  therein  to  be 
received  into  the  institution  and  subject  to  conditions  herein- 
after prescribed,  to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during 
the  school  terms.  Pupils  entering  the  institution  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  ten  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven 
years  in  addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of 
age,  and  pupils  under  thirteen  years  of  age,  when  entering  the 
school,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering 
between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled 
to  remain  five  years;  and  those  between  the  ages  of  seventeen 
and  twenty-one  years  to  remain  three  years.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s. 
5 am. 

4.  On  the  application  of  a blind  person  who  is  over  the 

age  of  twenty-one  years  the  Governor  in  Council  upon  being 
satisfied  that  such  person  has  a settlement  within  the  Provi- 
nce and  has  no  means  of  paying  the  expenses  of  his  education, 
may,  by  order  in  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board,  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  such 
person.  The  order  in  council  shall  name  the  municipality  in 
which  such  person  has  a settlement  and  to  which  he  shall  be 
chargeable  and  shall  entitle  such  person  to  be  received  at  the 
institution  on  the  same  terms  as  persons  mentioned  in  sections 
2 and  3.  1917,  c.  27.  am. 

5.  Blind  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  le- 
ceived  at  the  institution  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4 shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  be  entitled 
to  remain  for  three  years.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  3.  am. 

6.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  extend  the  time  ol 
any  pupil  who  has  entered  the  institution  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  or  of  any  former  Act.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  4 am. 
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7.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  institution 
and  educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  front  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  payment  at  the  rate 
of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  and  a like  amounl  from  the  county  school  fund  of  the 
municipality  in  which  such  blind  person  has  a settlement.  This 
section  shall  apply  to  any  blind  person  now  in  attendance  at 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind.  1921.  c.  26,  s.  1.  am. 

8.  The  Board  shall  furnish  semi-annually  on  the  first 
days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  to  the  Chief  Super- 
intendent of  Education  of  the  Province  full  returns  of  the 
names,  ages,  residence,  attendance  and  any  other  matter  which 
may  be  required  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education 
respecting  the  pupils  in  the  institution  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Chapter.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  7 am. 

9.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  county 
school  fund  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  shall 
include  the  amounts  due  the  Board  and  issue  drafts  therefor 
on  the  treasurers  of  the  respective  municipalities.  C.  S.  c. 
51,  s.  8 am. 


10.  When  a city  or  town  in  which  any  such  blind  person 
has  a legal  settlement  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the 
county  school  fund,  said  city  or  town  shall  pay  to  the  Board 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  toward 
the  support  of  such  blind  person  and  such  sum  shall  form  part 
of  the  assessment  of  such  city  or  town.  Said  blind  person 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  said  institution  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  Section  2 and  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town  shall 
have  the  same  powers  as  are  by  Section  2 conferred  upon  the 
warden  of  a municipality.  The  Provincial  Treasurer  shall 
pay  to  the  Board  for  each  such  blind  person  for  which  a city 
or  town  contributes  as  aforesaid  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  year  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in  sec- 
tion 7.  1921,  c.  26,  s.  2 am. 
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11.  A parent  or  guardian  of  a blind  person  between  the 
ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  years  who  has  not  the  settlement 
referred  to  in  Section  2 may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the  warden 
of  a municipality  or  the  mayor  of  a city  or  town  for  an  order 
for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  institution  and  if  the 
warden  or  mayor  is  satisfied  that  such  parent  or  guardian  has 
bona  fide  settled  in  the  municipality,  city  or  town  with  the 
intention  of  remaining,  the  warden  or  mayor  may  grant  such 
order  in  manner  and  form  as  prescribed  in  Section  2,  which 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  given  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  section.  C.  S.  c.  1,  5s.  10  am. 

12.  When  a blind  person  who  has  been  admitted  to  the 
institution  or  on  whose  behalf  application  for  admission  has 
been  made  has  no  settlement  as  required  by  Section  2,  the 
Provincial  Secretary,  if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  fairly 
chargeable  to  the  Province  may  pay  or  agree  to  pay  to  the 
Board  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  from  the 
Provincial  treasury.  1921,  c.  26,  s.  3 am.
